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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A piezoelectric electroacoustic transducer includes a substantially 
rectangular piezoelectric diaphragm, a case having supports to support the four 
corners of the bottom surface of the piezoelectric diaphragm, terminals fixed to the 
case, each including an inner connection portion exposed near the supports, a first 
elastic adhesive disposed between the periphery of the piezoelectric diaphragm and 
the terminals, a conductive adhesive disposed between electrodes of the 
piezoelectric diaphragm and the terminals across the top surface of the first elastic 
adhesive, a second elastic adhesive filling and sealing a gap between the periphery 
of the piezoelectric diaphragm and an inner portion of the case, and an 
overamplitude-preventing receiver provided on a bottom wall of the case to limit the 
amplitude of vibration of the piezoelectric diaphragm to a predetermined range. 
The overamplitude-preventing receiver is disposed closer to the center of the 
piezoelectric diaphragm than the supports.
